immigration it is simp'y ridiculous to 
I expect it. What industrious muu would 
bring his family to a Colony tliat ho was 
• informed was la the course of being 
rapidly depopulated? It must be excess- 
ively gralifylDg for farmers to know lhat 
iflbey could get farms and cultivate 
crops they would have no sale for their 
produce; and that the few people who 
are left, are just on the point of depart- 
ure. Cferfes, this is a pretty state q\ 
things 1 What do our people oxpeei? 
or what do thoy want ? They are crying 
out (or popolatfoD and taking care that 
no one shall come. They denoance the 
goveronient and want a change, and then 
convince the World that the placo is not 
worth governing. At one moment call- 
ing out for Confederation, ' at the next 
bowling for Annexation, meantime taiciiig 
the best means of telling ,our neighbors 
that tho place is not worth having, as 
they cnu readily understand from the 
fact tha* no one will stop in it. Our 
Citizens may find a great deal of ntnn.se- 
ment in this sort of thing, but wc can 
only tell then) they are taking the readi- 
est way o( ruining themselves, and tliai 
they arc using the most effectual mean!; 
of prevei tlug any improvement tak 
place in the Colony. A great deal of 
our miffortuno has been attributed to mis 
gOTCnmen), and doubtless a part of 
tho onus must rest with the Exe- 
cutive, but wo feel strongly impressed 
with the idea that a great deal of the 
prostration that afflicts tho Colony ia 
owing to the depreciatory lono adopted 
by oitizena and journuliBts alike. 
Somo years ago ao unlucky editor ooh' 
fesBod that bis reaion lor fanning 
dqwa tbo oounlry iWaB only becuuoe he 
cOaldo't make big newspaper pay, and 
be took that mode of revenging bitn- 
gelt ou (bo people. Buob ooa,4abt.'Qiay 
be tried onoe too often, beoaase the re- 
mits are so ruincua for the proporty- 
bolders here that they may think 
proper to cool the ardor of boob mis- 
ohiovoas people, with the relresbiog 
moistare of* a borsep^nd. Are the 
people of » .community straggling 
ascainat ail kind's of diffionltiea in try- 
ing to improve the contiitioD of ibemx 
•elves and thd'Cblooy, to be thwarted 
and rendered pov*erle8«'by the ill- 
natnred niisropresentationa of atrabil«4 
iary numbscails ? If the people of this 
city have any desiro to improve the 
value of property, to attract populu- 
tiou, to create trade and eiiterpririo of 
any and ovory kind, they must de- 
nounce and discountononco the crjak- 
era, nnd take tho earlio-'t opportnuiiy 
of convincing tho world that wo are 
possessed of coniruon Ponso and more 
or less of ccnsi- ency. What is really 
.the great dni'ercnoe botween omsclvoH 
and our American neighbors ? Simply 
this, that while thoy praise ovuryUiir.g 
that boliMigs to thorn, very often at 
the expi^nso of truth, and take good 
care that no one shall say anj'thiog to 
Che contrary, wo deprooiaie and 
blacken everything that belongs to ub, 
«ad call in strangers to help us. W hat 
advantage can be derived from saoh a 
strange pysiem, we never conid under- 
fetand; but we Btrpngly recommend a 
trial ol the other style for a tia.e. 
Tho change might do as good, and in the 
first place, iheso croakers most be 
silenced. The iuventorsond^ publishers 
of ihoeo aitrocions oalumDios on the 
Country aro bad onoagh ; but those 
who give them aid and comfort are a 
KreBit<d£al worRo.

A Fhiladeipllia llorrori 
A MAN FOTOOGAG&BD, BOUND 

A young man named Joseph W. 
Smith, aged twenty-eight years, was 
found dead on the 25th of Maroh in 
Girord Hall, at tbo southwest corner 
ot Suth street and Girard avenue, 
Pbiludolphia. The appoaranoo of tho 
body indicated that a horrible 'ragedy 
had been enacted. Smith was a jani- 
tor of the hall, and had occupied tho 
positirkD for nine yoara. Ho slept in a 
litllo antcoroom at tbo hall. For tho 
past throo years bo has been suhjcct 
10 epileptic fiiB. Yesterday af'ernoon, 
about two o'clock^ bo left the bouee of 
Mrs. JoDes. wbcre be boarded, and told 
her ho would rtturn at five. Seven 
o'clock arrived, and Smith bad not 
rencl'Od tho b"UH0 of Mrs. Jones. 
She boi'aino uiicasy and thought that 
he bad Utely been taken with another 
fit, She waited eome time -longer, 
and then wont to tfi'e hall. It was then 
nhout half-partt sove^o'clock, and tbe 
hull was noilij^hted. Mrs Jones step, 
ped into iho drug store of Joseph Shoe- 
maker, at iho Corner ot Six hairoot 
and Uirard avunuo, and usked Mr. 
Shoemaker if bo had seen anything of 
Smith. He then sent one of his om- 
IJloyeeg, a young man named Ge irgo 
Huiii'iton, Up into tl'o iiall to ascoriain 
il ynoiih was there. Tbo door leading 
into the anie-room — the aparlujeiii 
used by smith tor sleeping— was closed, 
bat nAt fastened, und the koy was on 
tho iottide. Tbe drawers and trunks 
wero open, but tho Conionts did not 
loom to have been disturtjod more than 
usual- HamiUon then went into the 
main ball ,An,d, found Smith lying upcn 
a boK de'ad. T^e body was lying upon 
the left hide, with tho head hanging 
ovor, the edgy of the box. Tbe looi 
Wero lied logotbor with a ropo ; tbe 
hands w r" aloo tied. Over hia mouth, 
and oxieiidiug around tho neck, was a 
bandkercbief. Over tbe bandkorcbief 
Was a itash, whiob appeared to have 
Oeeo tnade into a noo"e, and tbon 
twiriied ibrno tioies at the back of tbo 
ueok. io tho right uippio was a 
pistol-Shot wound, and by tbo right 
side ()f tho deoouHcd, und close to bin 
right baud, WbS a Sbarpo'a pistol, with 
three barrels loaded and one barrel 
cia|)Ly. in the poeko's of the deooas- 
od woro fouud hia watch and Ncvcrsl 
dollars, A box gcuerully used for 
taking tickets was found in the ante- 
room, und under it was au envelope 
contnrning S450. A desk near tbo 
body wai« overtarned. Hamilton, ibo 
ilrug clerk siaieB ibot ho hoard a pistol 
siiut a liLtlo afiur ilirou o'clock in tbo 
afternoon, ana imiiiodiaiLly alierwards 
soniotbin4 heiivy fall in ibo room over- 
head, but. ui bciiubes wore frequoot- 
ly overturned he paid no attention 
to tbo uoiso A card found in tho 
pocket f)f iho doceased contained 
ilie ii'i'iiio of a goii'luman connected 
with \ViUer JJopartnieiil. This gen 
ileiiinn calleu opon Chief Enou and 
staled that he bad engaged a costume 
fr im tSmitb yesterday moruiog, paid b m 
for it and was to cull again last evening. 
He lelt Gcrmantown at four o'clock, and 
reached tlio hall about five. lie rang 
the bell, but could get no response; he 
then tried the d^or and found It uufast- 
ened. He entered and found the bodi" 
room in disorder. Tbe tin box mentioned 
in the Grsl dispatch was lying on the 
Ooor- -IJ" '"oked around tlio largo 
roomi ""''odyi "nd up Jii observ.. 

iiijr Ilia bundle hungiiig upon tho wall, 
took it and left. Tlio body was lying in 
such a hoaition, and was so covered, that 
it would scarcely be seen by a person who 
glanced hastily around tbe room in tho 
twilight. 'J^bo theory of the official is thut 
Smith waS foully murdered by parlies 
who seiii him down to Wolf's store to 
get chiuit^i; fur it'e live dollar note. It is 
supposed tu^^y soiziid him as ho was 
entering the door ot the ante-room, and 
struck him with a black jack, which 
rendered liiu! insensible, and tbon tied 
him to keep hira from inieriering with 
tlieni wliilo they searched his clothing. 
While e.xani iiin;^ bis clothes tlio pistol wus 
probably found, and was used to kill him 
whuii it was discovered that be b(id not 
really died from the proviooS blows. T?be 
more the iiavestigaiion is ' pursued, hdw- 
ever, the t^^eper the mystery becomes.
